Neighbors Aroused by Flash. 

The building is the typical six- 
family apartment in design, in a 
neighborhood of many apartment 
houses. The neighbors were 
aroused by the roar and flash and 
the subsequent blaze. The floors 
of the structure seemed to lift, 
tenants said. and there was a 
shower of debris on all sides, visi- 
ble through the windows. Strange- 
ly, some occupants were not awak- 
ened until after the outburst. The 
whole place was filled momentar- 
ily with a blinding dust. Much of 
the force seemed to go up the 


front stairway, tearing plaster 
from the walls. 
A heavy iron section of the 


boiler was hurled through the din- 
ing room floor of a vacant first- 
story suite and against the ceiling 
of the vacant room above. What- 
ever else remains of the boiler is 
buried in the fire pit under debris. 
Flames from the boiler spread in 
basement partitions but were 
quickly extinguished by firemen. 

Janitor Biggs said he had banked 
the fire, which is fed by an auto- 
matic coal stoker, and departed at 
6:45 p. m, Ordinarily, the boiler 
is only under two and a half pounds 
steam pressure, he said. 

Those in the Building. 

Those in the buflding were A. 
W. Taylor, secretary of the T. J. 
Moss Tie Co., his wife and two 
small children; Willard B. Shelp 
Jr., a real estate dealer and agent 
for the building, his wife and two 
children; Dr. and Mrs. G. E. Hourn 
and two children; T. C. Thompson, 
a buyer for the Simmons Hardware 
Co., his wife and two children and 
several maids.

The occupants spent the rest of 
the night with friends. Repairs 
were begun this morning, while 
janitors were sweeping up broken 
glass from the vicinity.

Lived to See His System Adopted | 


Universally. 

For 2000 years and perhaps 
longer man has known that a 
strange, silent language was writ- 
ten by nature on the fingertips of 
the human hand, but it remained 
for Sir Edward Richard Henry to 
find a method whereby the myste- 
rious little patterns could be read, 
classified and turned to the prac- 
tical use of business, sociology and 
justice. 

The finger print system of iden- 
tification, which Henry Edward in- 
troduced into England at the be- 
ginning of the present century after 
many years of study and research, 
is at once the faithful, efficient and 
truthful servant of the honest man, 
and the sure, quick and relentless 
enemy of the criminal. Its author 
lived to see it used by banks, in- 
surance companies, hospitals, ex- 
press companies, armies, navies, 
postoffices, courts of justice, police 
departments, penal institutions and 
a score of other agencies the world 
over, and to tabulate its services 
in detecting and convicting more 
perhaps 
any other instrumentality hereto- 
fore discovered. 

When Sir Edward, as a member 
of the Indian Civil Service, began 
to experiment with the application 
of fingerprint identification to the 
peculiar needs of that country, he 
found that a formidable list of 
eminent scientists and anthropolo- 
gists had preceded him in the fas- 
cinating study. 

Chinese Made Metal Plates. 


He learned that the ancient 
Egyptians were not ignorant of the 
queer little markings which cov- 
ered the ends of their fingers: and 
he also found that the Chinese 
who lived in the ages now com- 
puted my dynasties had puzzled 
over and even reproduced on metal 
plates the miniature valleys and 
mountains of the digital extrem- 
ities, which they must have seen 
through powerful magnifying 
glasses to reproduce so accurately. 

Turning to modern history, he 
discovered that Bewick, who re- 
vived woodprinting in England, 
had been struck with the delicacy 
of the lineations, for he had made 
engravings on wood of a couple of 
his fingers. It was not until 1828, 
however, that the first serious at- 
tempt to devise a method of class- 
ification was made by J. E. Pur- 
kinje, a professor of physiology. 
He spent séveral years studying the 
formation and persistency of the 
ridges, following which he read 
before the University of Breslau 
a Latin thesis on the discoveries he 
had made. He adduced nine stand- 
ard types of impressions which he 
suggested might be employed to 
work out a method of classifica- 
tion, but while his deep learning 
and extreme enthusiasm command- 
ed respect, his subject failed to 
attract the attention it merited. 


Sir Edward's Discoveries. 


Sir Edward, years before his sys- 
tem of classification was an- 
nounced, had examined hundreds 
of thousands of finger prints, tn- 
cluding those of men, women, in- 
fants, centenarians, Caucasians, Af- 
ricans, Chinese and Hindus. He 
had found, among other interest- 
ing things, that the patterns con- 
tinued unchanged from birth to 
death; thgt when completely de- 
stroyed by sandpaper they returned 
exactly as they were originally, and 
that, under the law of average.

ORIGINATOR, DIES

there was one chance in 640,000,- 
000,000 of two prints being iden- 
tical. 

The greatest problem confronting 
him was solved when he discovered 
that all impressions were divisible 
into four primary groups, namely, 


Loops, in which no line of the pat- 
tern makes a complete circle; 
Arches, in which all the ridges 
traverse the finger tip without 
making a backward turn; Whorls, 
wherein some of the lines make at 
least one complete circuit of the 
impression, and Compositos, which 
combine characteritsics of the oth- 
er three types, yet are distinctive 
within themselvés. Loops constitut- 
ed 60 per cent of all impressions 
examined; Whorls 35 per cent, and 
Arches 5 per cent. 

He next set about devising a 
secondary classification based upon 
the forefingers of each hand: a 
third subdivision combining both 
the fore and middle fingers of the 
two hands, and a method of count- 
ing the ridges on the little finger. 
When he had applied certain 
mathematical principles to these 
results he found that he could file 
finger print records behind more 
than 3000 index cards. The poten- 
tialities of this may be fully appre- 
clated by a comparison with the 
names in a telephone book or a city 
directory, which are divisible into 
but 26 alphabetical groups. 

No Connection With Bertillon. 
Sir Edward has estimated that 
with 25,000,000 finger print cards 
on file in an acre of cabinets, he 
could,.if given a duplicate of one 
of them any number of years later, 
find the original and identify the 
person within 10 minutes. Names, 
sex, color or race, of course, play 
no part in the method. 

The work of Sir Edward had no 
connection whatever with that of 
his famous French contemporary, 
the late Dr. Alphonso Bertillon, 
who invented the system of identi- 
fication by bodily measurements 
which bears his name. The latter 
method, rapidly becoming obsolete 
because of its complexity and the 
many opportunities which it af- 
fords the criminal to “beat” the 
system, makes no attempt. to 
classify finger prints, although it 
does suggest that one or two im- 
pressions be recorded upon the 
measurement card to clinch the 
identity in. cases where doubt 
exists. 

In the Indian Civil Service, Sir 
Edward won rapid promotion, 
largely through his work in reor- 
ganizing the police departments of 
India. In 1901 he was appointed 
assistant commissioner of the Lon- 
don Metropolitan Police, which in- 
cluded supervision over Scotland 
Yard, and in 1908, upon the re- 
tirement of his superior, he was 
made Chief Commissioner, a posi- 
tion which he filled until 1918. 
An attempt to assassinate him 
Was made in 1912 when a taxicab 
driver who had lost his license 
held Sir Edward responsible and 
fired three shots at him, one of 
which caused aie serious wound 
that nearly resulted in the com- 
missioner’s death. 

Sir Edward married _§ in 1889 
Louisa Langrishe, daughter of the 
late Rev: John Lewis Moore, of 
London, and by her had. three 
children, two daughters and a son.

REVOLT CRUSHED 


IN PERU, 61 KILLED 
IN THE FIGHTING 


Artillery Detachment at 
Lima Rebels and Attacks 
Palace — Plotters Seize 
Old Fort at Callao. 


GOVERNMENT FORCES 
USE MACHINE GUNS 


Mutineers Surrender When 
Airplanes Fly Over 
Stronghold and Threaten 
to Drop Bombs. |

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 21.—The revo- 
lutionary Government, headed by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Luis M. San- 
chez Cerro emerged triumphant 
today from a maze of intrigue and 
reactionary plotting which culmi- 
nated yesgterday in au unsuccess- 
ful military uprising at Lima and 
Callao. 

At lease 61 persons, among them 
one American, and 20 rebels, were 
killed in the revolt. Many others in- 
cluding the heads of the move- 
ment, Gen. Pablo Martinez, Col. 
Zorilla Lujan and Capt. Arenas, 
Chief of the Callao police, were 
taken prisoners. Col. Sanchez said 


severe military penalties would be 
inflicted. 

Both Lima and Callao were calm 
today. Traffic and motion picture 
shows resumed last night despite a 
state of siege. 

The movement apparently was 
without repercussion elsewhere 
save at the town of Lamabayeque, 
birthplace of former President 
Leguia. A disturbance occurred 
there during a service honoring the 
former President’s birthday. 

The revolt began at 4 a. m. when 
members of an artillery detach- 
ment commanded by Gen. Martinez 
came in from Magdalena, a suburb, 
and attacked the presidential pal- 
ace. Guards and civilians who 
shouted ‘‘We don’t want Leguistas,”’ 


drove them off and they pro- 
ceeded to Callao, port of Lima, 
where other plotters had taken 


charge of an old fortress, used as a 
custom house. 

President Sanchez Cerrd mobil- 
ized the Seventh Infantry and oth- 
er troops totaling about 1200, and 
at 11 a. m. they began a machine- 
gun assault on the fort from the 
top of a building. 

Civilians jumped into the fray 
with guns taken from fallen Feder- 
al soldiers and many of them were 
killed by the heavy fire. from 
within the fort. At 1:20 p. m,, 
when three dirplanes flew over the 
rebel stronghold and made as if 
they were going to drop bombs, a 
white flag was raised, 

Some of the rebels attempted to | 
escape, but most of them were shct 
down or captured. The prisoners. 
were brought to Lima where they 
were questioned by loyal officers, 
who announced afterward that the 
plotters had hoped to re-establish 
in power former President Leguia, 
who is ill in the Lima Penitentiary. 

Some of the plotters released po- 
litical prisoners on San Lorenzo 
Isle in Callao Harbor, but the pris-

Army Officers Held in Argentina 
for Plot.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 21.—A 
number of army officers, said to 
number between 10 and 15, are 
held here in connection with a 
plot against the Government which 
was to have culminated in an up- 
rising last Monday during the pre- 
Lenten celebration. 

Gen. Toranzo, sought as leader 
of the plot, has fled from Argen- 
tina. The others are said to be in 
the national penitentiary awaiting 
dismissal from the army and ban- 
ishment to the prison colony in 
Tierra del Fuego. 


Rebels Seize Paraguay Town: 
Troops Mobilized.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Feb. 21.— 
President Guggiari has ordered 
military measures to put down a 
“Communist” band which yester- 
day captured the frontier town, 
Villa Encarnacion, later abandon- 
ing it. 

Several alleged Communists were 
arrested here in connection with 
the trouble, described in dispatches 
from Posadas, across the Rio Par- 
ana in the Argentine as a revolt. 

The rebels, led by Marcos Kar- 
ner, Abdulio Barthe and Facundo 
Duarte, captured the police head- 
quarters, the customs house and 
all public buildings, interrupting 
communication with Posadas, al- 
though they did not capture the 
telegraph office. The Paraguayan 


_Consu! at Posadas first reported the 


capture of the town and in a later 
telegram, filed early today, said 
the rebels had left. 

Villa Encarnacion has a popu- 
lation of about 16,000 and is on 
the Rio Parana about 227 miles 
from Asuncion, Paraguayan capi- 
tal. A ferry connects it with 
Posadas, and it is the terminus of 
the Central Paraguay Railway. It 
exports much Paraguayan tea, tim- 
ber, hides and tobacco.

Myers asserted today he had told 
the Circuit Attorney’s office all he 
knew of the transactions which re- 
sulted in return of the bonds. “I 
didn't know much,” he asserted, 
“and I wouldn’t mind if the whole 
world knew what I know. But I’m 
not going to tell. I told the Cir- 
cuit Attorney and the police, be- 
cause they have a right to know. 
If they want to make it public, it’s 
up to them.” 

In the course of his conversation 
Myers disclosed that “it was repre- 
sented that the robbers were a 
bunch of Chicago men, and it was 
suggested that the bonds be deliv- 
ered there. Whether they changed 
their plans, I don’t know.” 

Asserting that ‘‘the detaiis are 
not of public interest, although 
they might satisfy the morbid curi- 
osity of some people,’ Myers de- 
clared ‘“‘the important thing is that 
this big bunch of bonds is back, 
and it has been demonstrated that 
you can’t sell stolen bonds.” 

On Feb. 11, in his office in the 
Pierce Building, Myers told a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch that 
he had heard nothing about re- 
turn of the bonds, and asserted: 
“If anybody came to me with any 


negotiations, I would call a po- 
liceman.” 
Myers also stated that Alonzo 


A. Alexander, attorney for the Fi- 
delity & Deposit Co., “didn’t know 
anything about the return of the 
bonds until he read in the papers 
that they were back.” Asked if 
any other lawyer had been em- 
ployed to negotiate for the securi- 
ties, and specifically if Lemon had 
been employed by the insurance 
company, he replied: “I cannot 
answer that.” 

He asserted that he would pay 
a reward of $1000 for apprehen- 
sion of the bank robbers, ‘for the 


personal satisfaction of seeing 
them caught,” and if they were 
taken into custody would do 


“everything in my power to see 
them convicted.” 

“But what if you had them right 
in this room?” he demanded. 
“What would you do with them? 
How would you convict them? All 
you have is the word of a scared 
Negro porter who says he saw six 
masked men. Do -you think he 
could identify them? I don’t. see

how in the world a case could be 
made against these men.”’ 

When it was pointed out that by 
tracing each person who had the 
bonds, the authorities finally would 
arrive at the person or persons 
who stole them, Myers said: “Well, 
they might do that, but I don’t 
think the bonds have been in the 
hands of the robbers ‘for several 
months.” 

Myers said that inasmuch as the 
insurance company was responsible 
only for the loss of money or other 
articles of value owned by the 
bank, about a third of the $125,000 
paid to the bank last summer by 
the insurance company, would be 
returned, since the bonds had been 
recovered. He said that at one 
time the insurance company agreed 
to pay 10 per cent of any reward 
paid for return of the stolen secu- 


rities. 
“$50,000 Will Cover It,” Mays 
Thinks. 
Mays, however, estimated that 


$75,000 would be returned to the 
insurance company and declared 
that at no time did the insurance 
company agree to pay any of the 
reward. The entire reward, he 
said, would be paid by the Grand 
National Bank. 

He errived at the $75,000 figure 
by saying that currency lost in the 
robbery was $43,000 and that some 
expense will be entailed in getting 
substitutes foh stolen stock cer- 
tificates which the robbers de- 
stroyed. “I think $50,000 will cov- 
er it all,” he said. 

Asked if he withheld announce- 
ment about return of the bonds in 
order to set a trap for the robbers, 
Mays hesitated and then replied: 
“Well, to set a trap for anybody. 
For any crook that might be in be- 
tween the robbers and the bonds. 
We wanted to see if anybody was 
talking. And from your paper it 
appeared that somebody was talk- 
ing. That was good information 
for us and we thank you for it.” 

Mays’ statement, made public 
yesterday, asserted announcement 
was withheld: “Because we want- 
ed to ascertain who had knowl- 
edge of the prior location of these 
bonds and who were keeping in 
touch with their movements. We 
felt that sooner or later such per- 
sons would do some talking after 
the bonds had left the hands of 
the robbers and no announcement 
had been made of their delivery 
to legitimate hands.” 


‘Well, did the trap work?” he 
was asked. “As to that I cannot 
say.” 


“Do you think, now that it’s all 
over, that you might have done 
better to take the police into your 
confidence and try to catch the 
robbers as wel] as to get the bonds 
back?” ‘‘We did and the police 
wouldn’t take us into their confi- 
dence,”’ he replied, ‘““They got a 
letter from a man who said he saw 
the robbers coming out of the al- 
ley behind the bank. They didn’t 
tell us anything about it and we 
didn’t know about it unt” it was 
published in the newspapers, six 
months later.” 

Securities Checked. 

Announcement of the recovery of 
the bonds was made by President 
Mays shortly before.noon yesterday 
when he and Myers met in the 
vault of the First National Bank 
for the formal delivery of the 
bonds. Transfer to the Grand Na- 
tional Bank at 3615 Olive street 
was delayed until late afternoon

Mays said he trusted Myers and 
left all negotiations to the insur- 
ance man. Myers told police he 
did not know how the bonds were 
recovered beyond the fact that At- 
torney Lemon delivered them. 

Alonzo A. Alexander, counsel for 
the insurance company, declared 
he had no part in the negotiations, 
remarking that on some occasions 
the company has employed other 
lawyers for certain matters. 

Attorney Revelle’s Statement. 

Charles G. Revelle, former Su- 
preme Court Judge, who recently 
succeeded Albert D. Nortoni, a 
former Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, as general coun- 


ment: 
“Having acted as attorney for 
the bank, I could, of course, de- 


cline to make any statement rela- 
tive to my knowledge concerning 
the entire matter, but we have 
nothing to conceal. I state most 
emphatically that I have at no 
time had any conference, inter- 
view, negotiations, understanding 
or contact with any person or per- 
sons concerning this matter except 
Mr. Myers, vice president of tre 
Fidelity & Deposit Co. I have not 
the slightest knowledge or infor- 
mation as to how or from whom or 
under what conditions Mr. Myers 
obtained the bonds. I know mere- 
ly that we agreed to and did pay 
him a reward of $140,000 for their 
return and that he delivered the 
bonds to us. This constitutes my 
entire knowledge of the matter.” 

Bank Owned Most of Stolen Bords. 

The large majority of the re- 
covered securities are the prop- 
erty of the Grand National Bank 
itself and four interests closely af- 
filiated with the bank. ‘The bank 
itself, largest individual loser, re- 
ported $241,820 in securities as 
stolen: the National Indemnity Ex- 
change, $237,000; the Continental 
Life Insurance Co., $95,000, and the 
Muckerman’ Investment Co., $88,- 
757, a total of $732,546. The re- 
maining $89,442 in securities are 
the property of 14 customers of 
the bank. 

Soon after the burglary, the 
bank offéred a reward of 10 per 
cent for the return of all or any 
part of ‘the loot. During recent 
negotiations, . the Post-Dispatch” 
learned, various losers were asked 
to share the cost of recovery in 
the form of a 15 per cent “re-

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‘What Wickersham Board Found 
~ Out About Drinking in Missouri 


Many Conflicting Views— Chief Gerk Says 
‘Business Men Still Imbibe and Many 
Young People Demand Flasks.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. — The 
drinking habits of St. Louis and 
of Missouri are described in the 
mass of data submitted to the Sen- 
at® by the Wickersham commis- 
sion in response to the Senate res- 
olution. calling upon the commis- 
sion for the evidence on which it 
based its recent prohibition report 
to Congress. 

Among the documents pertaining 
to Missouri is a report made by 
Frederick C. Dezendorf, senior at- 
torney in the old prohibition bu- 
reau, in March, 1930. 

The chief of police of St. Louis 
was quoted as saying that drink- 
ing among business men “‘still goes 
on” and that “a good many young 
people think they are not ‘just 
right’ without a flask.” He told 
the investigator that young people 
sometimes were found drunk on 
the Streets and arrested, and cited 
a recent case in which a young peo- 
ple’s party broke up in a fight 
and arrests were made. 

St. Louis Prosecutor. 

The Prosecuting Attorney of St. 
Louis said he thought’ drinking 
was increasing among ycuths be- 
tween 16 and 20 years old. 

The United States Commissioner 


‘at St. Louis said he understood that 


young people earried flasks at 
parties, but he “did not get around 
much socially and couid not say 


whether drinking was increasing 
or decreasing.” 
Mayor Miller of St. Louis told 


Dezendorf that young people were 
not drinking ‘“‘so very much.” He 
made an exception, however, of 
those between 17 and 20 who, he 
said, were drinking more than for- 
merly. Miller reported that cock- 
tails were served in many homes. 

The United States Attorney at 
louis thought that drinking 
was decreasing. He said that busi- 
ness men still took their toddies 
but that they were beginning to 
think home brewing was too much 
This official thought tbat 
drinking among young people Was 
on the decline. 

Federal Judge Davis. 

Judge Davis of the United States 
Court at St. Louis said there was 
still a good deal of drinking among 
business men. He thought the pro- 
hibition agitation in Congress was 
harming the dry cause. 

The Prosecuting Attorney at 
Jefferson City said that one of the 
evils of prohibition was the drink- 
ing among high school pupils. In 
his opinion, drinking had increased 
and morals had fallen “‘below par.” 

According to the police chief at 
Jefferson City, drinking in general 
is decreasing but young people are 
drinking more in automobiles. It 


he will say that the children are 
drinking Its of liquor.” 

Judge Otis of the United States 
Court at Kansas City said it might 
be true in “high society in large 
cities’ that the young people were 
drinking a great deal, but he did 
not think the same conditions ob- 
tained in the small towns or the 
country. 

Says Mayor Miller Is Wet. 

The prohibition administrator at 
St. Louis was quoted as saying 
that Mayor Miller was wet, but 
had not declared for the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment. With 
One or two exceptions, the same 
administrator said the Circuit 
Judges in the St. Louis district fa- 
vored repeal or modification be- 
cause they thought prohibition un- 
enforceable. 

“No officer in St. Louis,” said 
the investigator, ‘“‘could be elected 
unless he declares hé is opposed to 
the Volstead act.” 

The prohibition administrator at 
St. Louis, reporting to the head- 
quarters investigator, said the man- 
ufacture and sale of alcohol in and 
around St. Louis was the greatest 
problem of the local enforcement 
office. He said the greatest sup- 
ply of alcohol was made from corn 
Sugar and yeast. 

The deputy administrator at St. 
Louis estimated that 20 to 25 per 
cent of the houses on “The Hil!”

Statistics furnished by the St.

THERE'S BEEN MURDER DONE. 
By K. T. Knoblock.. (Harper 
Bros., New York, $2.) 

There couldn't be any doubt 
about it. There’d been murder 
done, all right. The blood that 
came crawling out from under the 
coor, slow, turgid, viscous, malefic, 
at 531 Antoine street, New Orleans, 
signified something of the sort. 
The three bodies’ upstairs, two 
women and a inan,. headless and 
otherwise chopped: up, were con- 
clusive. The next thing was to 
find out who had done it. Might 
have been the husband of one of 
the women. She was the kind of 
wife, by all accéunts, that would 
make a husband reach for his 
machette, unless he was very com- 
placent indeed. But no, the head- 
less man's body was identified, as 
completely as could be expected 
under the circumstances, asthe 
husband, so that let him out. 

In point of fact, though, as-the 
reader is presently informed, the 
dead man wasn’t the husband, 
That came out when he was found 
Slinking like a guilty person. He 
denied it and blamed it on a red- 
headed <ailor. It might have been 
a redheaded sailor, sure enough, 
but the police did not have such a 
sailor and did not knéw where to 
look for him. They did have the 
husband, so they worked on him, 
in the worst New Orleans yolice 
way, which is pretty much like the 
worst police way in any other 
town, and got a confession from 
him. There is always aé_é hope, 
though, on the reader’s part, that 
the red-headed_ sailor will be 
caught or give himself up or some- 
thing in the sealed chapter at the 
back of the book. 

It is a first book by a former 
newspaper writer of Belleville and 
St. Louis. As a story of crime and 
police work and punishment and 
the methods of newspapers at 
their worst it is good. There is 
power in the writing and ingenuity 
in the preservation of the mystery 
and its final revelation, particular 
ingenuity and effectiveness in the 
employment of typographical and 
grammatical incoherency in a 
madman’s maunderings.

Shots Fired at His Auto as 
He Is Leaving Opera in 
Vienna — Officer Killed 
Protecting Him.

VIENNA, Feb. 21.—An attempt 
on the life of King Zog of Albania, 
made while he and his suite were 
leaving the Vienna Opera House 
last night, was foiled by one of the 
monarch’s officers, who sacrificed 
his life by throwing himself in 
front of the King. A second mem- 
ber of the King’s suite was wound- 


ed in the leg. Zog escaped unhurt. 

The assassins, former Albanian 
artillery officers. who took part in 
the revolt of 1924, were captured. 

King Zog came to Vienna several 
weeks ago for treatment for neu- 
rathenia and nicotine poisoning— 
the result of his continuous cigaret 
smoking. 

The royal limousine was leaving 
the theater and the King had just 


volver shots rang out. The two as- 
sailants, dressed in evening clothes, 
had fired at him through the win- 
dow of the automobile. 

Adjutant Sacrifices Life. 

Maj. Topolag, the Ixing’s adju- 
tant, hurled himself in front of the 
King. Whipping a revolver from his 
pocket he fired four shots before 
falling dead at Zog’s feet. 

As Maj. Topollag fell the King’s 
chamberlain made a rampart of 
his body. He continued firing at 
the retréating assassins until they 
were seized by police. He then-fell 
to the floor of' the King’s’ car, 
wounded in the leg. 

The two prisoners gave their 
names as Asiz Cami and Nadk Tie- 
lezzi. Police. are looking for an 
accomplice who, witnesses of the 
shooting thought, escaped in the 
crowd. The prisoners said _ their 
motives in the shooting were po- 
litical. 

King Remains Calm. 

King Zog remained calm 
throughout the shooting. When it 
was over he proceeded in a taxi- 
cab, the windows of which had 
been broken by bullets, to his ho- 
tel. 

The King has lived for years in 
constant danger of assassination. 
No less than 800 blood feuds have 
been sworn against him. Albania 
is one of the last countries in 
Europe where the murder vendetta 
has been preserved. To kill a man 
in such a veidetta is to fulfill an 
honorable duty in the eyes of the 
Albanian mountaineer. 

King Zog before the World War 
was head of the Zogolli, a ruling 
family of the Mati district. He 
fought in the Austrian army during 
the war and afterward entered the 
political life of his own countrv. 
He became Premier and then was 
elected President, holding that of- 
fice for three years before pro- 
claiming himself King late in 1929. 

He has never been crowned, ru- 
mor having it that he i: afraid the 
coronation would be attended with 
a new attempt against his life. 


LOUIS MAURER, LITHOGRAPHER 
“AND PAINTER, IS 99 TODAY 


His Lithographs, Which Retailed 
- Up to $3 in the Fifties, Now

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Louis 
Maurer, lithographer and painter 
who is 99 years old today, has 
lived to see the value of his work 
increase as much as 1000 times. 
Back in the fifties, he made stones 
for Currier & Ives’. lithographs 
which retailed for 25 cents to $3. 
Now those lithographs are bringing 
from $300 to $3000. They depict 
America before the Civil War and 
before photography. 

Maurer’s birthday party today 
was an all-day affair at the Brown- 
stone home in West Forty-third 
street. where he lives’ with his 
daughter, Mrs. C. H. Furstenberg. 
One of his felicitators was Harry T. 
Peters, foremost collector of litho- 
graphs of the Currier and _ Ives 
period and author of a book on the 
subject.

Following is the text of a reso- 
lution adopted by the committee 
yesterday: 

‘The Christian world is familiar 
with the effects of public gambling 
upon the habits and morals of peo- 
ple. We declare this measure to 
be subversive of every effort and 
principle of Christianity and educa- 
tion, contrary to the principles and 
traditions of our legislation and 
jurisprudence, degrading to true 
political policy and. practice, vici- 
ous in its purpose to make our 
State the beneficiary of and partici- 
pant in money obtained by gamb- 
ling.

CANADIAN AUTO INDUSTRY 
STIRRED BY TARIFF ORDER 


Importers Assail Ruling, °* While 
Domestic Makers Foresee Aid 
in Barring U. S. Cars. 

OTTAWA, Feb. 21.—The_ auto- 
mobile industry in Canada was di- 
vided into two factions today over 


the Government order fixing a 
maximum 20 per cent discount 
from list price as the basis for 


figuring tariff. 

Representatives of the importers 
said the new ruling, which in- 
creases the duty on cars about 15 
per cent, would drive them out 
of business, throw 10,000 persons 
out of work and increase the cost 
of automobiles to the public. 

Spokesmen for domestic manu- 
facturers ‘asserted that the order, 
which would tend to exclude $40,- 
000,000 worth of cars made in the 
United States, would stimulate the 
industry in Canada and put the 
Dominion on an exporting basis, 
creating about $75,000,000 worth 
of employment. 


The effect of the order varies 


with the class of cars, The _  in- 
crease on cars in the $1000 class 
amounts to a total of $27.20. It is 


about $1000 on cars in the $5000 
class.

TOLD OF LABILITY 


W. H. Schmitt Testifies 
Agents of Federal Asso- 
ciation Made No Mention 
of Additional Assessments 


William H. Schmitt, former. gen- 


P 
eral agent in Missouri for the Fed- 


eral Automobile Insurance Asso- 
ciation of Indianapolis, Ind., which 
is in receivership, testified yester- 
day that neither he nor his agents 
ever informed those who bought 
insurance from them tkat holders 
of policies in reciprocal firms aire 
liable for additional assessments 
whenever claims against the asso. 
ciation exceed its ability to pay. 
His testimony was given in the 
trial of suits by which receivers 
for the association ure attempting 
to collect from policy-holders an 
assessment equal to the total pre- 
miums they paid between 1924 and 


1927. Justice of the Peace Bender 
entered judgment in favor of the 
receivers in seven cases heard yes- 
terday. Appeals were taken in all 
cases, 

Schmitt testified that executives 
of the association at its home of- 
fice in Indianapolis had instructe4 
him never to discuss possible aa- 
ditional assessments with a pros- 
pect, unless the question was raised 
by the prospect. In that event, he 
said, he was to assure the prospec- 
tive policy-holder that no asseas. 
ment would be more than $1.50 
per policy. - 

Never Read Their Policies, 

Applications for insurance, which 
set forth this feature of the policy 
in printed form, ordinarily were 
not signed by the applicant, 
Schmitt said, but were fliled out 
by clerks in his office, and the 
name of the applicant usually was 
written on a typewriter by a clerk. 
The provision for extra assess- 
ments was printed on the policies 
issued, but defendants who testli- 
tied yesterday said they had never 
read their policies, and knew noth- 
ing of it until the attempt was 
made to collect. 

Cc. A. Geers, attorney for the re- 
ceivers, in presenting his cases, re- 
lied on a record of premiums paid 
taken from the files of the com- 
pany, and did not introduce either 
applications for policies or the oli- 
cies themselves. The suits are 
based, not on the policy contracts, 
but on an order made by the late 
Circuit Judge Sale authorizing the 
receivers to make the assessments. 

Judge Sale’s order was made in 
July, 1929, after he had been in- 
formed that the applications for 
policies and the policies themselves 
formed a contract under the terms 
of which policyholders oe 
partial owners of the business and 
liable for all unsatisfied claims, as 
well as the expenses of receiver- 
ship, estimated to be about 35 per 
cent of the liabilities. 

Appeal in Indiana Pending. 

A similar order of an Indianapo- 
lis court was revoked’ by the 5Su- 
perior Court there last December 
and the receiver has pending an 
appeal which would enable him to 
troceed with suits against policy- 
holders. 

Schmitt was general agent for 
the company from 1921 until it 
went into receivership in March, 
1928. When the attempt was made 
to collect from those to whom he 
had sold policies, he sent letters to 
his clients in an effort to organize 
them in a movement to resist col- 
lection. Later Rodowe H. Abeken, 
receiver for the association in Mis- 
souri, filed suit against him 
through Geers for $74,962, repre- 
senting $33,609 in premiums al- 
leged to have been retained by 
Schmitt, $288 as an assessment on 
policies held by Schmitt personally, 
and $41,064 for business claims 
against the association. 

Geers charged Schmitt had used 
the $33,609 to buy policies in oth- 
er companies for his clients in or- 
der to retain their patronage, Any 
policyholder might have been sued 
for the $41,064 in business claims 
Geers said, and it was not asserted 
that Schmitt was responsible for 
the incurring of these debts. 

Debts Approximate $1,000,000. 

Debts of the association are 
about $1,200,000, and an effort 
will be made to collect $250,000 
from 18,000 holders of its policies 
in Missouri. Similar proceedings 
are to be undertaken in 15 states 
in which the association operated.

Nearly 200,000 persons fought, 
pleaded and clamored for hours 
yesterday to see and hear Mahat-

26. 

On his way to the meeting Gand- 
hi was almost mobbed by his 
frenzied, cheering admirers who 
surged around him in such dense 
formation that for 15 minutes he 
was held a virtual prisoner in his 
small automobile. At the end of 
his speech the multitude again 
swept toward him and in the stam. 
pede which followed one of the 
windows of his car was smashed, 
Gandhi himself narrowly escaping 
injury. 

In his address, Gandhi said he 
was doing everything humanly pos- 
sible to bring about peace in India 
during his conferences with the 
Viceroy, Lord Irwin. He added 
that the meetings were friendly but 
that he could not say what the 
outcome would be.

According to the play-or-pay 
prices the same four horses will 
have both the Preakness and the 
Kentucky Derby.at their mercy; 
and, if odds mean anything, Sun 
Beau will enjoy a little afternoon 
romp, in the richest event of the 
year, the Caliente Handicap. 

The last named event will be 
run on March 22, yet Sun Beau 
is only 2 to 1! The Preakness 
and Derby are down for decision 
in May, yet Equipoise is favored 
in each at 3 and 4 to 1 respec- 
tively. Those are play-or-pay 
prices—which means that you 
lose, if your horse doesn’t go to 
the post. 

The strange part of it all is 
that Equipoise has been beaten

School Luncheons 


N their book, “The Tired Child,” 

Drs. Max and Grete Seham de- 

clare that most schools do not 
allow a luncheon period long 
enough for the child to recover 
from his morning fatigue. 

Nor does the time allowed en- 
able the child to go home, to con- 
sume his luncheon, and to return 
to school without too much haste, 
they maintain. 

The average luncheon period in 
American schools is an hour in 
duration. An hour and a half, 
however, has been found prefer- 
able, but the longer period is value- 
less unless it is properly utilized. 

Thus, the proper use of the 
longer recess requires that 30 min- 
utes be spent at the dinner table. 

The child, however, shoulg not 
be required to “mark time’ at the 
table, but should consume an ap- 
propriate and nutritious meal. 

The child's luncheon should con- 
tain a quantity of heated food. As 
the authors advise, “cold sand- 
wiches and coffee should be con- 
spicuous by their absence.” 

After giincheon and before re- 
turning % to school the child should 
spend 15 minutes in complete re- 
laxation. 

Play is an essential part of the 
child's experience, but the luncheon 
hour should not be used for play. 

Violent exercises interfere with 
digestion, and do not allow the 
child to recover from fatigue. 

Equal in importance to tie noon- 
day meal is the child's breakfast. 

Many studies made on the &ub- 
ject have revealed that large 
numbers of children come to school 


more than a cup of coffee and a 
slice of bread. 

Such a breakfast is most inade- 
quate. Every child should have a 
nourishing. and wholesetne break- 
fast consisting of fruit, cereal,
